Supply. 


One effect of the war in Cuba has been 


:o diminish the export of Cuban sponges 
jy fully one-half. The Cuban sponge 
ishermen get a license to fish in Cuban 
waters only upon condition that they 
hall serve in the navy it required ; and 
o many have been called upon for this 
ervice that the harvest of sponges has 
leen materially reduced. 


Cuba furnishes less than a third of ILe 
pouges used abroad, but the curtail- 
ment ot that supply helps to put up 
trices that have beeu advancing for 
ears. 
The supply of sponges comes 


rom Florida, Cuoa, JJaasau, Mexico 
,ud 
the 
Mediterranean. 
Ordinarily 


.bout two-thirds of the supply, in value, 
omes from American waters. 
The demand for sponges has increased 
laturally, while the world's supply has 
iot kept pace with it. It has within re- 
ent years actually diminished, owing 
o careless methods of fishing and to 
verfishing lo supply Ihe increased de- 
nand. 


The sponge is of slow growth; it lakes 
wo or three years for it to attain a com- 
•nercial size. Ij all countries in whose 
rvalers sponges grow there are laws 
gainst the pulling of little sponges un- 
il they have reached a certain growth, 
ust as there are laws against the taking 
f the lobsters and of some fishes under 
pecilied sixes.

TltVKS DESTKOVEU. 


The destructive storm of Tuesday 


night first manifested itself on Septem 
her 26 as a tropicul cyclone southeast o 
Cuba, moving north west from the Carlo 
bean sea. On the 27th it passed into 
the Gulf of Mexico aud on the following 
day was west of Florida, moving north 
ward. In the morning of Tuesday thr 
29th, the centre o£ the cyclone, an ares 
of low barometer, was in Southern 
Georgia. 
Up to this time the storm had 


beeu compaiativtsly inert, but during 
Tuesday it developed -forces with rapid- 
ity as it swept northwardly along the 
Atlantic coast. 
At 
Savannah am: 


Brunswick, Ga., the wind was extreme- 
ly violent. At about noon the barome- 
ter at the former city fell to the remark 
ably low figure, 28 05 inches, and the 
wind had a velocity of sixty-six miles an 
hour, afterward increased, it is saiil, to 
eighty miles an hour. At Charleston, 
S. C., and Wilmington, N". C., the storm 
was similarly violent, aud points along 
he Virginia coast fared little better. At 
ibout 11.15 p. m. the iitorm struck 
Washington, and a quarter of an hour 
iiter was blowing great guns in Balti- 
more. In Washington the anemometer 
showed the velocity of the easterly gale 
;o be about sixty-six miles an hour, but 
for a brief period a velocity of eighty 
miles iasaid to have been lecoided. In 
3riltimore the highest velocity of the 
wind was forty-five miles an hour. On 
eaviug this city the cyclone passed 
northward through Pennsylvania to- 
ward the great lakes, and will doubtless 
'each the Atlantic coast atfain through 
Janada. 


Immense damage was initiated along 
he path of the cyclone from Florida to 
Canada. In Savannah, whi;re thestorm 
aged most fiercely, buildings were pros- 
rated and ships were sunk, destroying 
number of lives. The loss of property 


will probably exceed 
$1 ,;oo,(K)<i. 
In 


3runswick. Charleston and Wilmington 
heie were similar experiences on a 
iminishing scale. Norfolk, Va.,fscap- 
d any serious results, being evidently 
earer the edge than the centre oi the 
torm. Washington city hud the sever- 
st gale in its experience, with large de- 
traction of property. From Alexan- 
ria, a few miles down the Potomac, 
everal fatalities are repoiled, to say 
othing of property destroyed and iiijur- 
d. Baltimore suffered Uss severely, 
ut its catalogue of damages to property 
s a long and varied one. Hundreds of 
ouses were unroofed, walls, trees and 
igns were blown down and wires were 
rostrated. 
From the whole region traversed by 
ie storm, extending many miles inland 
rom the coast, come reports of railway 
rains delayed, telegraph wires down 
nd a general paralysis of means of com- 
munication. The carrying fiway of the 
ong covered bridge of the Pennsylvania 
lailway over the Suwiuehanna, at 
olumbia, Pa , is a striking proof of the 
orce of the gale. That it is "the equi- 
octial storm" the scientific raeteorolo- 
ist will of course deny. It is unscien- 
fic to say that there is suoh a tiling, 
iut, whatever may be its proper name, 
he storm undoubtedly came very soon 
fter September 21, when the sun cross- 
d the line. 


VOKK. 


One of the most destructive storms in 
ie history of York county struck that 
ection late Tuesday night. The aa.cn- 
ge in York city and county will be hiiu- 
reJs of thousands of dollars. 
The grounds of the York County 


Agricultural Society, whose thirty-ninth 
nnual exhibition opened this week, 
uttered the greatest injury. The main 
xhibition building, probably the finest 
n the State, was a complete wreck. It 
ras struck from the south aud turned 
ver on its side. The carriage-house on 
,e grounds is also a wreck, the large 
rand stand at the race couise, with res- 
aurants in the first story, was blown 
own. Part of the roof of Horticultural 
lall and the doors of the poultry-house 
'ere blown off. L.aige numbers of stalls 
ere lifted up aud carried away. All 
lese buildings were new and cost about 
30,009. 
The damage to the fair grounds did 
ot postpone the fair. 
The streets throughout the city at an 
arly hour Wednesday morring were lit- 
ered with limbs and branchesof trees of 
II varieties, maple, horse chestnut and 
ven apple and fruit trees which had 
een carried a considerable distance by 
he wind. In addition to the branches, 
ragmentg of slate and tin, torn fiom 
he house tops were strewn all along the 
idewalks. 
These evidences of the 


term's fury were rapidly being removed 
rom the street and repairs were com- 
menced on the houses long before the 


sing hour of tlie average business man, 
nd by cen o'clock the greater portion of 
ie debris had been removed, and ihe 
treets, which, in a number of places, 
ad been practically blockaded were eu- 
irely opened to trafiic. 
Reports from over the county are to 
he effect that no section escaped. From 
Viigntsville to Hanover, from the upper 
nd to the lower end the desolation is on 
II sides. Thousands upon thousands of 
orest and fruit trees have been blown 
own and barns and houses have been 
n roofed or wrecked iu every section. 
III the country roads were impassible. 


IIAUIUSBUKG. 


The damaje to property in Harrisburg 
y the storm is estimated at $150,000. 
11 over the city buildings were uuroof- 
d and otherwise damaged. In many 
nstances the rafters were torn, from the 
rick work and the entire upper story 
wept away. The storm was notconfln- 
d to any particular locality, but spread 
11 over the city. The greatest damage, 
owever, was done to the territory above 
leily street and below Mulberry. 


Much damage was done to the roofs 
f the Central iron works and Paxton 
oiling mills, causing a partial suspen- 
on of operations at the former estab- 
shment. All through the southern end 
( the city the ravage of the storm was 
een in roofless houses and uprooted 
rees. 
The damage was confined exclusively 


to property. 
AVith one exception n 


person was hurt and his injuries ar 
slight. The fury of the wind frightene 
many people, some of whom sough 
refuge in their cellars until the storn 
subsided. Third street, from one end t 
the other, was littered at daybreak wit 
ends of trees, tin roofs aud other debris

The woodwork lodged on a tree and its 
stone basfc, weighing a ton, wasimbedd 
a foot iii the sidewalk. The three othei 
pinnacles are twisted outof shape. Twi 
big smoke stacks at the electric ligh 
works were thrown down. At the shop: 
of the Carlisle manufacturing company 
neai ly all stacks and roofs were hurled 
to the ground. At the fair grounds 
nearly all the big tents were torn to rib- 
bons. In addition to all this, hundreds 
of barns and houses in Carlisle aud vicin- 
ity were unroofed, trees and fences 
blown down aud other damage done. 


SOUTIIKKN I'K.VNSVI.VANIA. 


For over an hour Tjaucaster city and 


county were subjected to the severest 
windstorm ever kuown here. 


The greatest single loss is the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad bridge across the Susque- 
lanna at Columbia, nothing being left 
of it but the piers, the iron span in the 
middle and the first span at each end. 
The bridge was a mile aud a quarter 
ong and was said to be the largest cover- 
ed bridge in the world. 


The remains of the bridge, which was 


ifted bodily from the piers, lay in the 
•iver above the piers. As it was carried 
iway cries for help were distinctly heard 
Mining from it. Two men are reported 
,o have gone down witii the bridge. 


It is known that tickets were snld up 


o within twenty minutes before the 
jridge was destroyed, but if the pur- 


iasers hurried they would have reached 
he other side in safety. 
The bridge 


•vas built in i iU'J, and cost about. Jl ,0(10,- 
00 
In Lancaster a large number of build- 


rigs were demolished or unroofed, and 
he streets were littert-d with debris, 
'elegraph and telephone wires through- 
ut the county were down or badly tan- 
led, 
but from the meagre accounts 


ceivert the country sections suffer - 


<\ more severely than the city. From 
very pai i. com« reports of tobacco bheds 
estroyed, school-houses and churches 
araagfid and private residences uuroof- 
d. 
Columbia appears to have suffered 
iore than any other section of the coun- 
y. The people there became terror- 
tricken and left the upijer stories of 
leir homes until the storm subsided, 
'he damage iu tlie borough is estimated 
t half a million dollars, and the streets 
fere filled witli portions of wrecked 
uildings. Not one of the many manu- 
;icturiug plants along the river escaped 
njiiry. 


Trains on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
•ere all late, and for several hours a 
rreck at Hteeltou blocked all tralfic. 
'he waiting shed at that place was blown 
own and fell upon tl e traCKS. 
The 


'hiladelpuia express ran into it, hut 
ithout receiving any serious damage, 
'he entire middle division of the road 
as tied up by a washout at Mill Creek. 
Reports from Lebanon state that the 
ngine-liouses of both the Cornwall and 
jOrnwall aud Lebanon Railway Com- 
anies were blown down ami all their 
ngines covered by the wreckage. The 
treet car stables in that city were also 
emolished and Weimer's machine works 
•ere damaged, The storm throughout 
he Lebanon valley apparently was not 
s severe as in this county. 
Marietta, three miles above Columbia, 
Iso suffered severely. Centre Hall, the 
Catholic Church und several of the large 
manufacturing plants were unroofed. 
The people of that place say that when 
he storm struck them the water in the 
iver rolled up iu such a manner that it 
ounded as if the hanks of the caual had 
roken and all the water of the canal 
ushed out at once. Owing to their con- 
truction, the number of tobacco sheds 
estroyed is largely out nf proportion to 
he other buildings, and as most of the 
beds were filled with the uawly gather- 
d crop of this year, the loss among the 
obaceo farmers will be heavy. This 
ear's crop was generally conceded to 
iave been the best raised in this country 
or many years. 


Innumerable houses and barns were 
uroofed throughout the State, and rail- 
oad traffic was seriously injured. Tel- 
araph and telephone lines were blown 
own, and many cities weie cut off from 
ommunication. It was the worst de- 
truction for years. 
The extensive tobacco grain aud fruit 
rop of the State is entirely destroyed in 
many places. 


itAi/rj.itonii, 


At Baltimore on Tuesday night bun- 
reels of buildings was damaged. Many 
oofs were torn off, streets adjoining the 
arhor were flooded, electric Aires were 
orn down, telegraph and telephone com- 
munication almost entirely suspended, 
apid transit was at a standstill, ship- 
•ing iu the harbor injured and trains and 
ioats on their way to Baltimore delayed. 


In Baltimore county the cyclone was 
ven more destructive. At Texas, in 
he county, the blowing down of a litne- 
iln chimney resulted in the death of an 
unknown tramp who was sleeping be- 
ide the fire. Barns and dwellings were 
>lown down, roads made impassable by 
ailed trees and great masses of fail crops 
uined. 


WASHINGTON. 


A number of houses in Washington 
fere blown down and there were several 
miraculous escapes from death' 
The 


amage to property is estimated at $250,- 
00. The White House was slightly in- 
ured and twenty-five of the beautiful 
rees in the grounds were destroyed, 
while fully fifty more suffered the loss 
f their tops and principal branches. 
'he building occupied by the War, State 
nd Navy Departments lost a part of its 
oof. The big shiphouse at the navy- 
ard was partially unroofed. The tower 
f the new York Avenue Presbyterian 
burch came down with a crash, and St. 
loysius' church and 
Metropolitan 


lethodist Episcopal church were also 
injured by the gale. The car shed at 
Four-and-a-half street was wrecked. 
The western wall of Aberl's ollice build- 


ing, on Pennsylvania avenue, was blown 
down. The steamer George Leary broke 
from her moorings in the harbor and in- 
jured several vessels against which she 
drifted. Several buildings in George- 
town were damaged. 


VIRGINIA. 


Tlie storm at Alexandria, Va., was 


very severe. There were four fatalities 
The Third Baptist church, colored, aud 
the glass works at the west end were 
wrecked. The damage to' property is 
estimated at §80 000. At Richmond the 
storm was one of the severest that ever 
visited that city and section. No lives 
were lost, but a number of persons weie 
injured. 
Many high 
buildings and 


churches were more or less damagcc 
and the immense steeple of the Second 
Baptist chuich was entirely blown off 
At Roanoke tlie rainfall was veiy heavy 
aud the principal business stieets were 
Hooded. Considerable damage was done 
At Norfolk the storm was comparative!) 
light, doing no damage.

GREAT DAMAGE TO PKOPEKTY, 11ARN 


AXD HOUSJSS 
UNBOOKED, 
FENCKb 


J5ROJCEN DOWN. TREKS DESTROYED 
BY THE HUNDRED. THE ALMS-HOUSE 
PKOPBKTr. BAOT.Y DAMAGED. THt 
TREES IN THE C EMETEBIES AND O 
Till! B V1TLEFIELD BAULYINJUBED. 


The storm which visited Gettysburg and 


Adams county last Tuesday night was very 
severe. 
It began about 10 o'clock with 


wind and rain, the wind increasing in ve- 
locity until it blew a gale from about 12 to 
1.30 o'clock, and houses :tud barns were 
unroofed, fences blown down and general 
destruction ensued. 


Large parts of the roofs of the Old Men's 


building and the Insane Department at the 
Alms-house were removed and tho greater 
part of the cast side of the barn roof. 


Tu the National Cemetery the main ave 


nue was so blocked with limbs of trees 
that it was impossible. Only a few of the 
trees were blown down, however, and in 
general appearance the cemetery is not 
much changed. Many beautiful trees in 
the Citizen's Cemetery were also destroyed. 


The timber of Cnlp's Hill and the Round- 


Tops was badly hurt, about 150 trees being 
down at the former place und 100 at the 
latter. The monument of the (56th Ohio 
regiment on Gulp's Hill was broken in 
three pieces by the trees which fell on it. 


The metal on the roof of the observatory 


near the Bryan House, on Hancock ave- 
nne, waa removed. 


On the battlefield land owned by the 


United States 970 trees were damaged, 
and it is estimated that almost tiOOof these 
,vcre totally destroyed. 


The damage in Gettysburg was not so 


jreat, hut a ntimberof roofs were removed 
and many trees went down. 
Tart of the 


roof on the Benuer property, South Balti- 
more street, was taken off. Part of C. E. 
Spangler's roof was blown against Prof. 
Himes's residence, on Carlisle street, and 
knocked in a part of the wall and did other 
damage. Tlie coping of part of the jail 
wall was blown down. The Art/.berger 
stable, near Kock Creek, was completely 
demolished. 


During the storm the pig pen of Mr 


Long, AVashington btreet, was demolished 
aud his porkers ran away. They got as 
far as Kast High street where they made 
sad havoc of a considerable portion of (J 
\V. Stoner s well-kept lawn and terrace. 


IN THE COUNTV. 


In the region north and north-west 01 


town the damage seems to have been es- 
pecially great. The roof of the barn on 
the property owned by the heir? of John 
Bender, deceased, was partially torn off. 
J. 0. G. "VVeaner's residence suffered con- 
siderable damage. AVilliam 11. Bringman's 
barn was badly damaged. 
The barns of 


Daniel Reynolds and Jacob ICpley and 
Rev. Sheeder, Straban township, were un- 
loofed and other buildings injured. 


At Salem church, near Duttera'H Station, 


the roof of the Sunday School room was 
blown off and falling bricks injnred the 
furniture. 


Along the Mummasburg road the barns 


on tlie properties of the heirs nf David 
U'i I la, deceased, and on the propel ty of 
John Forney aud on the Hankey place 
were in part unroofed. Fences were blown 
down i hroughoiit thif. \\holeneighborhood. 


At IJttlestown the rod aud ball on the 


Lutheran church steeple were blown into 
the yard of iJr. C. P. Lluttier; one gable 
of the Public School building was blown 
in ; the tin roof of Miss S. j'j. Steffy's 
house torn off, stables of the Xational Ho- 
tel and at Or. U'atson's badly damaged ; 
engine and drilling machinery at artesian 
well somewhat iujured, and fencing and 
trees torn and twisted. Quite a number 
of barns and other farm buildings in tlie 
neighborhood were damaged to a greater 
or less extent. 


Both the Abbottstown churches were 


damaged. 
The large front stained glass 


window of the Lutneran was blown in and 
badly broken and considerable damage 
was done to the tower. At the Reformed 
a gable window was demolished. 
The 


residences of W. W. Jlafer, Calvin Cams 
and Dentist Hollinger were more or less 
injured. 


At Kast Berlin the steeple of the Re- 


formed church was twisted off and fell on 
the residence of Abraham Leib. The rail- 
road engine house was demolished and the 
residence of Mrs. Reynold unroofed. 


In Reading township tiie buildings of 


Zachariah Markel, Mrs. Jonas Hollinger, 
John Harlacher and Samuel Miller are re- 
ported damaged; also those of Charles 
Baker, John Lerew and 
-B. Miller, in 


Hamilton township. 


The Lutheran church at Bermudian lost 


its roof, belfry and gable walls. 


At Hunterstown the publicschool-house 


was unroofed and the furniture damaged. 


The house of S. S. Merit/,, near Einmits- 


burg, was unroofed and a gable wall blown 
in. In Kmmitsburg the \Vestein Mary- 
land hotel was partially unroofed. 


Mr. Chas. Ganter's residence and drug 


store, Manchester, Md., was completely 
unroofed, the wind carrying the heavy 
roof across Main street. The Reformed 
church had a large part of the roof at the 
southeast corner blown off. 


At 
Washington Baumgartner's, near 


Paneytown, the gable of the dwelling was 
blown in, and the outbuildings were so 
piled about the house that it was difficult 
for the family to get out.

keeping the young plants trimmed the 
lirat year or two and then permit them 
to grow undisturbed.

hedge (for that is what it will be) will 
add greatly to the protection of the 
buildings.

this world. Cousideiiiig the greatness 
of his country and the olliuul ceremony 
and hospitality expected of him, he will 
doubtless be the poorest paid of all these 
executives. 


The President 
of Prance 
receives 


each year a snug little fortune of $m,- 


000, 
which is just equ 1 to the total 


salaries of our 1'resident and his eight 
Cabinet members added together. Be- 
sides this he is furnished the hire of a 
beautiful palace and is annually given 
$31,000 pin money with which to pay the 
expenses of his household and stables 
Mr. Cleveland is allowed an annual ap- 
propriation of but SS.OOO "tor contingent 
expenses of the Executive household," 
aud bas to pay for the feeding and keep- 
ing of his own horses, besides paying his 
coachman out ot his own pocket. 


The French people never enjoy this 


hurrah and (lurry of the Presidential 
campaign, which we are now experienc- 
ing. They have no voice in the selection 
of the President, all of that impoitant 
work being reserved for Congress. The 
French Senate and Chamber of Depu- 
ties, which conespond to our two houses 
of Congress, meet jointly a month be- 
fore the end of the existing President's 
term. They march in line past a large 
urn into which each member drops a slip 
of paper containing the name of the 
candidate of his choice. The man le- 
ceiving an absolute majoiily remains 
President for seven years, during which 
term lie receives altogether $1,015,000 
from live government. 
France knows 


uo regular election clay. There being no 
vice president, the National Assembly 
is called upon to immediately elect a 
successor upon the death or resignation 
of a President. The new executive does 
not merely fill in the unexpired term ol 
his predecessor, but continues in power 
for a lull term. 


In Swilzerland any man who is 20 


years old or over can vote. All voters, 
except clergymen, are eligible to the 
Presidency. 
As in Prance, howevei 


tue common people have no vote for tbe 
President—not even indirectly, through 
partisan electors. 
Every three years the 


.Swiss Congress elects an executive cabi- 
net of seven members, who, after being 
chosen, divide "among themselves the 
portfolios of "foreign affairs," "post 
and telegraphs," "justice and police," 
"finance," "war," "interior" and "com- 
merce and duties." Every year the 
cabinet meets and elects from its own 
members a President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the republic. 


Election day in ilexico, as iu this 


country, occurs every tour years. There 
is no such intermediate body as our 
electoral college in that republic. The 
majority of the votes of all the people 
cast atithe polls elects the successful can- 
didate. 
The President 13 inaugurated 


on the 1st of December, wliich is a much 
warm, r day in that locality tban u the 
llh m March heie. The Mexican Piesi- 
dent's salary amounts to 30,000 of our 
do.iars a year, which is really consider- 
ably more than Mr. Cleveland's ollicjal 
wages, the cost of living being much 
less in that republic. The Chief Justice 
of the Mexican Supreme Court is some- 
what of a -'Poo-Hub." Besides being 
the ollicial head ol bis own tiibunal he 
is, ex ollicio, President of the Semite and 
Vice President of the republic. Presi- 
dent Diaz has a Cabinet of seven secre- 
taries, each of whom receives exactly the 
same salary as that given to a Cabinet 
ollicer in this country. 


The cllicial job of President in Argen- 


tina is worth $16,000 more pel term than 


the same position in this country. 


Although the President of that country 
receives but $30,000 per year, lie holds 
his position for six years. lie is voted 
for through an electoral college compris- 
ing double the total niri-ber of members 
of Congress. lie cannot serve two terms 
in succession, but may be even a third 
termer, or peiliaps a fourth termer, if 
he allows six years to .intervene between 
each term. The Vice Piesident of Ai- 
gfnlrina holds a much more lucrative 
position than that which w i l l fall to 
eitler Mr. Sen-all, Mr. llobart or Mi. 
Watson. As I'.ir as eaan is concerned he

To be a clergyman or ptiest isjust as 
fatal to Presidential ambitions as to be 
a bachelor, because this novel constitu- 
tion further specifies, like that of Switz- 
erland, that no roan in holy orders can 
be elected to the executive office. 
The 


President need not be a native of Hon- 
duras, but he must have been born some- 
where in Central America. He must 
have lived in Honduras at least live 
yeais. 


In Venezuela the Executive is elected 


somewhat after the manner of Switzer- 
land. Every two years Congress elects 
a council of nineteen members, consist- 
ing of one Senator and one Representa- 
tive from eacli State and a member oC 
Congress from what is kuown as the 
federal district. Tliis council convenes 
immediately after its election and pro- 
ceeds to choose from its own number a 
President and YIL? President. 


The Presidential1 salaries iu the re- 


maining A merican republics and in those 
of the above not so specified, range all 
the way Jrom $24 000 a jear, paid to the 
President of Hayti, to $9,000, the annual 
compensation of the Kxecutiye of Para- 
guay. Jn Costa Jtiua and Peru, as in 
Bolivia, there are two Vice Presidents 
Brazil, Costa Hica, Nicaragua, Paraguay, 
Petu, Salvador, Santo Domingo and 
Uruguay each elects its President for a 
term of four yeais, while Hawaii and 
Guatemala each adds two yeais to his 
term. 
In Uruguay the President is 


elected by a majority of the two houses 
of Congress, in joint session. The Pres- 
ident of Kciiador has no veto power, 
while that of Paraguay cannot be re- 
elected until after the lapse of I,wo 
terms. Jn Hawaii the successful Presi- 
dential candidate, besides receiving a 
majority vote of the two houses of Con- 
gress in joint session, must also receive 
a majority of the votes in the .Senate 
alone. Male citizens who have a good 
knowledge of English or Hawaiian can 
vote for representatives in Congress, but 
iu order to cast ballots for members of 
the Senate voters must besides have 
either a certain yearly income or a cer- 
tain possession of real or personal prop- 
erty. 


The two South African republics. 


Orange Free State and the Transvaal, 
elect their Presidents for terms of live 
years each. The voting for the Presi- 
dent is done directly by the people in 
each country. 


San Marino, in Europe, is the smallest 


republic in the world and is the, only one 
in the world which has two Presidents. 
San Marino is not only the smallest but 
the oldest existing republic. Its entire

The Cabinet of the Argentina 


'resident conesponds very much to that 
of our own, with the addition of a Min- 
ister of "Woisbip and Education,'' who 
directs all eiiteipuses aimed at moral 
and intellectual health. Cabinet Minis- 
ters in Argentina receive each year as 
much money as oins receive in a year 
and a half. 


The President of Bolivia receives $M,. 


000 a year for four years. lie is elected 
by the direct vote of all citizens of the 
proper age, who can read and write, but 
cannot enjoy more than one term iu the 
Presidential chair, no matter whether 
he skip a term or not. For the same 
term are elected two Vice Presidents, 
known as the First and Second Vice 
President. They in turn perform the 
functions of the President in case of the 
death, absence or inability of the latter. 
The first Vice President receives an an- 
nual salary of 86 000 a year, while the 
second receives a thousand dollars less. 
The head of the Cabinet, consisting of 
five members, is known as the Minister 
of Foreign Relations and Worship. 


It we were governed by the same laws 


as are in vogue in the republic of Chili 
our bachelors would have to wait until 
25 before being of voting age, although 
our married men older in experience and 
responsibility, might vote on becoming 
21. A Chilean voter must be able to 
read and write, and must each jear pay 
a certain amount of tax to the govern- 
ment. The salary of the President is 
but i!S,000. which is ample for his roua- 
fort, a id besides this his term lasts for a 
ye .1 longer than the term of our Execu- 
tive. He is voted for through an elec- 
toral college comprised of. three times as 
many members as there are representa- 
tives in the lower house of the Chilean 
Congress. 
There are eleven members of 


his Cabinet, but he can choose but .five 
of these, the other six being elected by 
Congress. 


A man in Colombia cannot vote if un- 


able to read and write unless he re- 
ceives an annual income of at least $500. 
Iu case of the death of both the Presi- 
dent aud Vice President of this republic, 
the succession falls to a "desiguado," 
who is elected by Congress every two 
years, although the President and Vice 
President are elected every six years 
The Colombian Congress also elec's a 
Couucil of State, which acts as a second- 
ary cabinet to the President. 


An odd requirement of the Presiden- 


tial candidate in Honduras is that he 
have one child, at least. A man is 
deemed unsuited to wield the sceptre of 
state unless he has already wielded the 
slipper of fatherhood. Men iihe our im- 
mortal Washington, who become huo- 
biuids but not fathers, are uot in line 
forreceivinj?aalmieof the highest na- 
tional honors. The President o£ Hon- 
duras must also demonstrate his interest 
in his country to the extent of having ut
